entries shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“5. On the gross annual rental value of Rs. 2001 to 
Rs. 3600 per annum at 13%. 


6. On the gross annual rental value of Rs. 3601 and 
above per annum at 15%.” 

SRO 5 /SCB/6776.—Whereas a draft proposal for revision 
of Conservancy Tax was published under Cantonment Board 
Notice No. 6778 dated tne 23rd October 1989 as required 
by section 61 of the Cantonments Act 1924 (2 of 1924) 
inviting objections/suggestions from all persons likely to 
be affected thereby before the expiry of thirty days from 
the date the said Notice was made available to the Public; 

And whereas the aforesaid draft notice was made avail¬ 
able to the Public on 23rd October 1989; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received 
from any persons before the date so specified; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) and 
with the previous approval of the Central Government and 
in supersession of the notification of the Government of 
India, in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 236 dated the 
20th June 1958, published in the Gazette of India, Part II 
section 4 dated 28th June, 1958, except as respects things 
done or omitted to be done before such supersession, the 
Cantonment Board, Secunderabad, with the previous sanc¬ 
tion of the Central Government, hereby imposes a Conser¬ 
vancy Tax on all houses, buildings or land situated within 
the Cantonment at the rate of 6% on the annual rental 
value of the said houses, buildings or lands. 

The said tax shall be levied primarily upon the owners of 
houses, building or land upon which it is assessed and shall 
be paid by such owner in two equal half yearly, instalments 
in advance on 1st April and 1st October of each year.
